Solon made a law forbidding men to 
speak evil of the dead, for it is pious to 
think tlie deceased sacreil, and just, 
not to meddle with those that are gone, 
anil politic to prevent the perpetuity of 
discord.

It lias been commented upon as some¬ 
what strange that iu the year of mas¬ 
sacre in Armenia no man of that coun¬ 
try has risen to the stature of a hero, 
gatliensl around him a band of his! 
countrymen and. if nothing better, died 
fighting. There is miicli to account for 
tlie submissiveness of tlie Armenians, 
and if their men have given no con¬ 
spicuous evidence of valor, the Ar¬ 
menian women have afforded ample- 
proof of heroism. On several occasions, 
when resistance was hopeless and 
when confronted by tlie alternative of 
Islam and worse or death, they have 
welcomed tlie latter by throwing them¬ 
selves from lofty rocks or Into rivers. 
There have lieen and there are heruiues 
among the Armenian women.

TOWERS OTHER TREES. 

Great Cottonwood 128 Feet High and 
Over 400 Years Old. 

The largest tree in the Mississippi 
Valley, one of the three largest cotton¬ 
wood trees iu America, was recently 
discovered growing and flourishing two 
miles north of Evanston, Ill., nt Gross 
Point, within a few feet of the edge 
of the lake. 

Many trees have liei-n renowned in 
history because of tin* events which 
have taken place beni*ath their spread¬ 
ing boughs. Tlie charter oak at Hart¬ 
ford. tin* Pennsylvania treaty elm at 
Philadelphia, the haunted pecan trees 
at Vieliere's in New Orleans, all these 
have their places in tin* chronicles ol' 
history, not for any Inherent superior¬ 
ity or any freakishness of growth, but 
only because of some accident of selec¬ 
tion. 

Bill tin* Gross Point tree is a mon¬ 
strosity of nature. It is a huge cot¬ 
ton wood, 128 feet high, that towers so 
majestically above tin* rest of tlie 
neighboring woodland that the other 
trees seem like diminutive pygmies of 
singularly stunted growth. It stands 
as straight as an arrow, and its lux¬ 
uriant foliage spreading out under the 
sky seems to lie lost in tin* blue clouds 
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It would be well for tin* public to 
keep cool about Cuba and commit some 
useful data concerning the island to 
memory. The greatest lengtli of Cuba 
from east to west is 700 miles, und Its 
greatest width Is 185 miles. Its area, 
Including dependencies, is only a little 
li*ss than that of England. Cuba had 
In 1894 1,(181,090 inhabitants, 05 per 
cent, of whom were white. The cap¬ 
ital must have a population of more 
than 200 , 000 , since ten years ago its 
Inhabitants were estimated at 198,000. 
It Is a powerfully fortified city. Next 
iu population to Havana comes San¬ 
tiago ile Cuba, with more than 70,000. 
Puerto Principle lias nearly 50,000. 
Here is a country which would afford 
scope for many campaigns to an army 
better organized and led than tiiat of 
Spain, more especially as tin* island has 
a mountain chain which affords innu¬ 
merable fastnesses for guerrilla bands. 
These facts and figures should ho borne 
in mind by those who wonder at the 
duration of tin* war and tlie tremendous 
exertions Spain is making to get at 
close quarters with tlie elusive insur¬ 
gents, who know far too much to risk 
a pitched lattle in tin* open. Each side 
lias a literary bureau tiiat manufac¬ 
tures fakes In quantities to answer the 
demand for news from Cuba. As a 
matter of fact, it is difficult and dan¬ 
gerous for business men In tills coun¬ 
try, with interests in Cuba, to learn the 
state of affairs otherwise than by word 
of mouth from somebody recently from 
the scene of action, tin* censorship of 
tin* Spaniards making it perilous to in¬ 
trust to tin* mail anything relating to 
tin* operations in tin* field unless it be 
eulogistic of tin* Spanish side. 

Burge Enough. 

A foot traveler through one of the 
hilly regions of Ireland came one day 
to a curious little cabin, so small as to 
seem hardly fit for human habitation. 
While she was whimsically considering 
as to whether it might lie tin* abode of 
tin* famous "good people," about whom 
so many loving superstitions cling, the 
figure of a short, stout old man emerg¬ 
ed from the cabin ami stood confront¬ 
ing her In smiling silence. After salu¬ 
tations had been exchanged the travel¬ 
er laughingly told the old man tiiat she 
had half fancied tiis dwelling the home 
of tin* good fairies. 

"No, ludiult*, ma'am, but it’s a good 
warm place, God bless it.” replied the 
old man with a genial smile. 

"But surely you cannot stand up In 
ItV” the traveler said. 

“An’ fwliat nude to stlinnd, ma’am?” 
returned the owner of tin* tiny house 
“Shun*, an’ Ol can conn* outside to de 
that same, ail’ whin Ol'iu inside it's me- 
self that can alther go to bod or lie 
down, ma’am!” 

There was such a warmth in the 
smile with which this cheerful philoso¬ 
phy was proiHiunded, tiiat the traveler 
was not disposed to pick flaws In It, 
and smiled In acceptance of Its truth.

of tin* heavens. The age of tin* tree Is 
uncertain. Iu fact, its beginning is un¬ 
known. John Tliorjx*. the botanist, af¬ 
ter a careful examination of tin* scores 
of animal layers of bark, says t.lie age 
of tlie tree is at least 409 years. It Is 
l>y far the largest tree in the Missis¬ 
sippi Valley, ami is indy exceeded In 
size elsewhere by a gigantic cotton¬ 
wood in New Jersey and another near 
Philadelphia. 

Fancy the many startling and roman¬ 
tic events which have transpired under 
tin* shade of tin* beautiful cottonwood 
itself. Many strange talcs of history, 
the most interesting of all tlie great 
Northwest, have taken tlieir rise since 
the cottonwood was a sapling. It be¬ 
gan to spread its roots abroad a hun¬ 
dred years before white men set their 
faces toward tin* Western wilderness. 
It was a mighty tree when the ri*d man 
was tlie monarch of Illinois, and the 
Illinois tribe t.lie monarch of tin* North¬ 
west. During tin* reign of the cotton¬ 
wood us king of the Illinois woods it 
saw the total extinction of ihe UllpMI 
Indians and the rise of tlie Pottawato- 
iniies. It saw. early lu tlie nineteenth 
century, the birth of tin* military post 
n few miles south, near the imvath of 
the river, which lias grown Into a 
mighty metropolis. And It may live 
to see tlie decay of that metropolis, 
rearing Its great head above tlie city, 
and unmindful of the changes of time 
and the passing of human events. 

Tommy's Idea of Babies. 

“Babies are usually young. Now 
Anil again specimens may In* found of 
twenty years and over. Real, live, un¬ 
mistakable, lieurd-a-mile-off babies are 
always young. 

“Babies have features. With a good 
microscope you can see a baby's nose. 
It lias a high forehead—one that goes 
right over to the back of its neck. A 
baby’s ears are put on for amusement, 
solely to relieve its great expanse of 
check. The places where its eyebrows 
ought to be are there, but the eyebrows 
have not arrived, which give rise to a 
suspicion that babies are bare-faced 
creatures. A baby has eyes, which 
eyes It chiefly uses to express astonish¬ 
ment—evoked. no doubt, by tin* antics 
and language of those about.

The chief ob- 
Jeet aimed at In dressing a baby is to 
lose the baby among tin* clothes, if 
you have a foot and a half or two feet 
of baby, you will require from forty 
to fifty yards of clothes to dress it prop¬ 
erly. The reason for this is Unit every 
baby is tlie best baby that ever was 
born, and tin* fact must lie emphasized. 
Beside, somebody might wish to steal 
it; and In such a case the longer he had 
to look for it, tin* greater would be the 
chance of catching him.” 

A Bicycle Built for Ten. 

A “double quint,” or a bicycle built 
for tun, is the latest marvel iu tlie line 
of wheels now being constructed. There 
are two machines called tlie nouaplot, 
or machines with nine seats, but they 
have not been seriously considered as 
successful j*.v any of the lurge bicycle 
firms, owing to their bulk and the dlffl- 
culty iu handling them. The manu¬ 
facturers of the now wonder claim to 
have overcome the difficulty of using a 
big machine on anything but a straight¬ 
away track. 

The construction of the “double 
! quint” Is being guarded with the great- 
: eat secrecy, only the designer and two 
of his workmen lx*Lug allowed to sec it. 
The frame Is a combination of double- 
truss and triple-brass design, which 
will be amply strong enough to safely 
support the weight of tan ordinary 
riders on the average good road or 
track. The most peculiar feature of 


the machine, so far. Is Its chain. There 
Is only one chain, which runs the whole 
length of the machine. The chain runs 
over the tops of each of the ten sprock¬ 
et wheels, and is prevented from the 
possibility of jumping the sprockets by 
overbearing idlers. 

The machine when completed will 
weigh about 150 pounds, and will carry 
1.700 pounds. The wheels are about 
twenty-eight Inches In diameter, with 
two and a half-inch tires. Tlie ma¬ 
chine will lx* steered by t.lie man iu 
front, and will be geared according to 
tlie wishes of tlie men who ride It. 

The First White Honse Bathtub. 

In an article on “The Domestic Side 
of the White House,” iu the Ladies’ 
Home Journal. ex-President Hunjson 
gives tills Interesting view of tlie home 
lHirtiou of the Executive Mansion: 
’’Properly speaking,” he says, “there 
are five bed-rooms iu ihe Executive 
Mansion, though by the use of two 
dressing-rooms and of tlie end of a 
short hail that formerly opened to a 
large north window, but lias now been 
closed up to make a small beil-room. the 
number may be Increased to eight. 
There are no suitable servants' quar¬ 
ters. Those provided ure in tin* base¬ 
ment, anil only those opening on the 
south are habitable. The north rooms 
open upon a damp brick area and are 
unhealthy. One of the basement rooms, 
haring a southern exposure, is fitted 
up as a billiard room, but very plainly. 

"It is said tiiat provision for u library 
for the White House was first made 
during Mr. Fillmore’s term. Neat cases 
are arranged about the room, and most 
of them are filled with liooks—old edi¬ 
tions of historical and classical works. 
There is no catalogue, and the library 
lias not been kept up. 

"President Adams introduced bill¬ 
iards into tin* White House, purchas¬ 
ing tin* first tajile, balls and cues at a 
cost of $01. paying for them out of his 
own pocket. President Van Buren 
was charged by a political adversary 
and scathing critic as being tin* first of 
our Presidents to discover that the 
pleasures of the warm or tepid bath 
are the proper accompaniments ol' a 
palace life. For it appears tiiat our for¬ 
mer Presidents were content with tlie 
application, when necessary, of tlie 
simple shower hath. Air. Van Huron's 
critic then refers with high approval to 
the salutary side of Mr. Adams’ heroic 
habit of bathing iu the Potomac ’be¬ 
tween daybreak and sunrise.’” 

Crowning a Czar. 

When ti new Czar is crowned, from 
five to six thousand of ills subjects 
from all parts of tin* empire assemble 
at Moscow, deputations being sent 
from all tin* provinces, and representa¬ 
tives from every tribe within his im¬ 
mense domain, from Siberia and Cen¬ 
tral Asia, and from the Pacific to the 
Arctic Sea. There are Poles. Finland¬ 
ers, Laplanders, Cossacks, Circassians, 
Georgians, Bashkins, Turks, Tcherkos- 
scs, Abyssinians, Kalmucks. Tartars, 
Karapapaks, Daghistanls, Armenians, 
Kurds, and a multitude of wandering 
peoples in tlie heart of Asia, forming 
a concourse of more tliu.u fifty nations 
which recognize the rule of the white 
Czar throned beside the Neva, and 
which bring him on liis coronation 
tlieir tokens of allegiatu'e. 

More than fifty languages auil twice 
tiiat number of dialects are spoken In 
Russia, and tin* newly crowned ruler 
receives congratulations in all of them, 
tin* representatives, according to usage, 
addressing him In tlieir respective tri¬ 
bal tongues. The pageant Is made as 
gorgeous and spectacular us jxjssible 
In order to Impress upon the represent¬ 
atives of tlieir distant and scattered 
peoples a sense of the grandeur and 
power of tlieir ruler, and it is without 
doubt tin* most magnificent affair of 
the kind to lie seen in tlie world. It 
costs on an average of four or five mil¬ 
lions of public inou%’ besides tin* pri¬ 
vate outlay, which represents an equal 
amount. 

The Capitol's Weather Map. 

The immensity of tlie rotunda im¬ 
presses tin* visitor at the Capitol, the 
frescoes are attractive, the turbulence 
of tin* House and tilt* quiet dignity of 
the Senate are Interesting in their con¬ 
trast. but, after all, tin* feature of uni¬ 
versal interest in tlie white-domed 
building is tin* weather apparatus. 1? 
is something novel to glance at a map 
which tells you whether It is raining or 
snowing, sunshiny or cloudy in Mon¬ 
tana, Illinois or IiOtilisiana, or any¬ 
where else in this broad land. You can 
tell whether the friends whom you left 
at home are wearing mackintoshes or 
airing their spring clothes under blue 
skies, while even tin* temperature and 
the direction of the wind are recorded. 

But the map is not tlie only feature. 
There is something mysterious In the 
cabalistic characters which are traced 
on revolving cylinders, and which tell 
at a glance how hot or cold It is, or how 
hard the wind is blowing, or whether 
the sun is shining. The Instruments 
which furnish the information are up 
on the roof of tlie Capitol, but delicate 
wires, charged with electricity convey 
the weather to the equally delicate In¬ 
struments within the building. All day 
long a crowd of Interested visitors at 
the Capitol throng around the pretty 
mechanism and never cease to wonder 
at the progress of tlie age. 

Bones in a Silver Vein. 

If the find of a Colorado silver min¬ 
er, made half a dozen years ago, be 
taken Into account, there Is but little 
doubt that the human race existed on 
this continent as long ago as the time 
when the silver veins were lu process 
of formation. In the Rocky Point 
mine, at Gilman, 400 feet below the 
surface, a number of hun.au bones 
were found Imbedded In tlie silver- 
bearing ores. When taken out over 
$100 worth of ore still clung to the 
bouee. An arrowhead made of tem¬ 
pered copper and four Inches long, tru 
also found with the remains.

The manufacture of artificial honey 
has reached such proportions that 
much attention is being given to its 
analysis. The Germans suggest the 
use of acetone, baryta, iodine and ethyl 
alcohol in very satisfactory tests for 
honey •made from or adulterated with 
sturch, sirup, commercial dextrine, mo¬ 
lasses or cane sugar. 

Delaware is a State in which old 
forms and usages are still strictly ob¬ 
served. The ceremony of burning the 
old applications for licenses and re¬ 
ceipts for bills paid was gone through 
nt the Dover courthouse recently. Un¬ 
der an old Delaware law, the clerk of 
the peace of each county Is ordered to 
burn these papers every five years. 

The miners of Glacier Creek. Alaska, 
are doing a great ileal of "burning” 
this winter—that Is. thaw out the froz¬ 
en gravel by fire. Streams freeze solid 
at the beginning of winter. Wood eostl 
$4 a cord at the stump and $10 and $12 
for hauling. The gravel is taken out 
and stored and not washed till warm 
weather thaws the rivers. 

Lavender is still used in English lin¬ 
en closets, but the supply is threatened 
with extinction. Tlie growers In the 
vlallge of Hitchin, one of the chief cen¬ 
ters of the lavender industry, assert 
tiiat owing to a succession of bad sea¬ 
sons the plant is (lying out there, and 
that, moreover, they caunot compete 
with foreign Imitations of lavender 
water. 

In England the telephone is a branch 
of the postoffice department, and since 
1892 Parliament lins voted $0,500,00C 
for telephone construction and exten¬ 
sion. London lias several circuits to 
Liverpool and eight to Manchester. An 
underground telegraph line will be 
built to Birmingham, and when it la 
completed the overground lines will he 
used for telephoning. 

The Care of Wells. 

There is no need of further proof of 
the dangers which wells present, from 
the point of view of possible contamina¬ 
tion with disease germs, notaMy those 
of typhoid fever. It Is well known 
how many villages have been depopu¬ 
lated by that terrible malady, simply 
because tlie wells which afforded the 
water supply hail received not only 
water from pure springs, but also 
drainage from cesspools. 

Dr. Koch, having recognized the posi¬ 
tive character of this peril, advises the 
arrangement lu wells of sand filtering 
apparatus, for which he offers a very 
simple plan. At the center of the well 
he lowers an iron tube six or eight 
centimeters (two and a half or three 
Inches) In diameter, of which the lower 
extremity, tightly closed by a metallic 
plug, is pierced with a series of small 
holes that permit the water to enter tlie 
pipe. In the open space between this 
part of the device and the sffles of the 
well (which should be well walled up) 
tine gravel should be placed, rising 
above the highest level which the water 
is liable to attain. The coarse sand 
should be filled in even to the mouth of 
the well, and a pump-plunger Inserted 
inside the tube. The water which la 
pumped In Is then filtered by Its pas¬ 
sage through the sand. It Is not possi¬ 
ble, perhaps, to say that all the bac¬ 
teria will be arrested, because sand 
Alteration is not recognized ns abso¬ 
lutely efficacious, but It is at least a 
great safeguard, and the Installation Is 
very simple. It is especially Important 
that fine sand should not be permitted 
to enter and accumulate lu tlie body of 
the pump.—Denver News. 

Barbarities to Smokers. 

While Englishmen smoked and 
laughed nt tlieir king’s wondrous ways 
or growled at liis tenacious grip upon 
their pockets, Eastern potentates were 
treating tlieir subjects as only despots 
can for daring to indulge in the Frank¬ 
ish novelty of smoking. In Persia, 
where but recently jealous strife raged 
for sole possession of The tobacco indus¬ 
try, Abbas 1. of dread memory cut off 
tin* lijis of those who smoked and the 
noses of any who ventured to snuff. On 
one occasion he threw an unfortunate 
man whom he discovered selling tobac¬ 
co into a fire along with his goods. Yet 
by and by tills demon of cruelty him¬ 
self was enthralled by Nlcotiana’s 
charms anil become one of her mori 
fervent devotees. The Turks under 
Amurath IV. were similarly punished 
for Infringing his edict against smok¬ 
ing. 

Not less cruel were the barbarities in¬ 
flicted upon Russian subjects, who, un¬ 
der Czar Michael Fedorowltz, were 
publicly knouted for using tobacco In 
any form: In some instance their nos¬ 
trils were split open. If guilty of a sec¬ 
ond offense, death alone could wipe out 
the crime.—Geutleman’s Magazine.

When our ancestors landed on Fly- 
mouth Rock they entered the “forests 
primeval,” which, with hardly a break, 
extended the whole length of the At¬ 
lantic coast, nnd hundreds of miles 
back into the valley of the Mississippi. 
The woodman's ax was the pioneer of 
civilization. The forest was an enemy, 
to be overcome as speedily as possible. 
Hence Are and dost ruction marked the 
progress of the settler. 

To-day, except for the almost Inac¬ 
cessible fastnesses of the mountains, 
the northern portion of those vast for 
ests is practically destroyed. Much 
woodland remains in the East, but It 
Iras lost its pristine wealtli of forest: 
niouarchs. The merchantable timber 
was sacrificed long ago to the demands 
of commerce. 

Notably wasteful have been the meth¬ 
ods of the early settler. Except for the 
logs needed for his little cabin and 
Other primitive buildings, nnd for fire¬ 
wood, the trees wore an encumbrance, 
to be got rid of as rapidly ns possible. 
When the ax and fire completed their 
work of destruction there was little 
save blackened stumps to tell of the 
former glory. 

As the wood acquired value from the 
increased demands of the people the 
wastefulness has lessened. But In the 
lumber camps this waste is still mark¬ 
ed. Young tr<*es arc sacrificed to make 
a road Into fhe forest. When the giants 
fall under the ax they frequently carry 
other tre<*s with them, which arc left 
to rot. Only the heavy portions of the 
trunk are chosen, while the limbs nnd 
top are usually left unused. 

Even when the log reaches the mill 
scarcely more than half of It goes to 
the lumber pile. The slabs, which 
make up a fourth to a third of the log, 
are sometimes burned for wood. Often 
they are burned In furnaces, without 
serving any useful purpose. 

The rough lumber goes to the factory, 
and ln the planer, the lathe, and 
through other processes the waste con¬ 
tinue*. In the finished desk or chair 
there remains net a fourth of the orig¬ 
inal wood of the forest. 

More permanently destructive than 
all other wastes is that of forest fires. 

It is estimated that $25,000,000 will not 
cover the annual loss by fire to the 
standing timber alone In the forests of 
tho nation. But the fire destroys the 
saplings, the young shoots, nnd the 
fallen seeds which produce the forests 
of another century. It destroys the 
vegetable mold which line been gath¬ 
ering for deendes. The very soil is 
burned out niwl made unfit for valuable 
trees. Five hundred years of forest 
growth may be destroyed by fire in a 
few hours. 

The principal cause of forest fires is 
the cleaving of land. Farmers put the 
torch to their clearings, and then tier- 
mi t the fire to escape. Another fruitful 
source Is the carelessness of hunters 
who leave the flames in their camps. 
•Sparks from fhe railroad engines kindle 
others. Many fires are deliberately set 
by timber thieves on government land 
to cover tip tliolr peculations. 

Tho forest consumption of this coun¬ 
try is enormous. The Department of 
Agriculture estimates that flic value 
of wood cut for manufacturing pur¬ 
poses nnd for fuel each year exceeds n 
billion of dollars. Tho value added by 
processes of manufacture is not. loss 
than half a billion more. 

The department estimates that flic 
annual consumption of the forests for 
all purposes reaches 25.000,000,000 
cubic feet. Tills represents a pile the 
size of the Inrgesl freight car for every 
family In the country. A tract of for¬ 
est one-third the area of New York 
State is stripped every year to supply 
this demand. 

Under this enormous consumption it 
Is no wonder that America Is being 
rapidly despoiled of her forests. There 
nre still large tracts of valuable timber 
In the South and on the Pacific coast. 

forests of Michigan 
and Wisconsin are now practically de¬ 
nuded of merchantable timber. Years ! 
ago the States of the Northeast ceased 
to be an important factor in the lumber 
trade.—Illustrated American.

"I may nnswer you in confidence, 
sir,” Sit id the Professor, "but it is a 
matter of which the public knows noth¬ 
ing. Whenever 1 could not see my way 
clearly, I prayed for more light.” 

"And the light generally came?” 

“Y'es. And I may tell you that when 
flattering honors came to me from 
America and Europe. on account of the 
Invention which bears my name, I nev¬ 
er felt that I deserved them. I had 
made a valuable application of elec¬ 
tricity, not liecause 1 was superior to 
other men, but solely because God, 
who meant It for mankind, must re¬ 
veal It to some one, and was pleased to 
reveal it to me.” 

This utterance by a distinguished 
man of science reminds us again, ns 
many similar utterances have done, 
not only that true greatness has no 
vanity, hut that superior minds, ns a 
whole, reverently acknowledge the Su¬ 
preme. They who climb highest see 
farthest, and the Light that comes 
from above shines the longest way. 

A pleasant proof of the felicity and 
foreseeing wisdom of this eminent man 
and devout inventor appeared In the 
result of a grand test by the Postal 
Telegraph Company. 

This company had a “hold day” a 
short time ago, when the various trans¬ 
mission methods and alphabets were 
tried on all their lines. When com¬ 
parative material costs, salary of ope¬ 
rators, accuracy of work, time con¬ 
sumed and all other factors were taken 
Into consideration, tlie decision was 
wholly In favor of the Morse system, 
that has been in use more than fifty 
years. 

The inventor's first message, “What 
hath God wrought?” intimated in no 
uncertain way the inspiration that 
gave his work longevity, ami made It 
a light to the world. 

At the completion of one of the Am¬ 
herst College buildings, when President 
Hitchcock first assembled his geology 
class In a new recitation room with 
iky-windows. this was his introduction 
bo one of his best lectures: 

"Young gentlemen, all the light we 
have here comes from nliove.” 

The reverent apirlt that took that 
text ami that sipoke in the Astor Li¬ 
brary dignities scientific thought, and 
contributes to success in nil search af¬ 
ter truth.—Youth’s Companion. 

Her Great denunciation. 

Thirty-seven years before her death 
Jenny Lind abandoned the operatic 
Ifiage. The motive or the great renun¬ 
ciation was purely a spiritual one. Ev¬ 
ery appearance had lieen a dramatic 
triumph, and her pecuniary reward 
was large; yet site never regretted her 
decision. Her motive is made clear by 
the following narrative: 

Once an English friend found her sit¬ 
ing on the steps of a bathing-machine 
in the sands, with a Lutheran liihlc on 
her knee, looking out into the glory of 
I sunset that wus shining over the 
waters. 

They talked, and the talk drew near 
to tin* Inevitable question: "O Madam 
Goldschmidt, how was it that you ever 
came to abandon the stage, at the very 
height of your success?" 

"When every day,” was the quiet 
Utswer, “it. made me think less of this 
[laying a finger on the Bible) and noth¬ 
ing at all of that (pointing to the sun- 
let), what else could 1 do?” 

The Bible and the sunset! There was 
what she always needed! There was 
what site wished at all cost to preserve. 
Each of them Is closed and ivnrred to 
ill who cannot bring to them a certain 
spiritual tone: and it was this tone 
which she found it Impossible to pre¬ 
serve amid tiie disquieting distrac¬ 
tions of an actress’s lift". There was 
nothing morbid or morose In tills judg¬ 
ment. of hers. 

It was not that she withdrew front 
man's service the gifts intrusted to her 
{or his use; for she always felt that her 
bMt gift, that of song, gained, rather 
than lost, by her sacrifice of the stage, 
(the was not. then, sacrificing her prop¬ 
er mission for the sake of the woman's 
need of relief and peace; rather she felt 
herself to bo paying the price that her 
full artistic mission to mankind asktsl 
ttf her; and her whole after life seemed 
to justify the decision. 

There are few careers which have a 
more fascinating tale to tell of rapid 
ind brilliant passage out of darkness 
Into triumph, out of poverty and harsh 
ness into a blaze of glory. But there is 
no career which can leave a deeper 
Impression ot the entire supremacy of 
the spiritual motive over all that the 
world can bring.

KIDNAPING A RIVER. 


WONDERFUL ENGINEERING FEAT 
IN COLORADO. 

A'atern of a Mountain Stream Forced 
to Climb Over the Hange and Go 
I>nwn Into a Valley Wherein It Waa 
Before a Stronger. 

Larnmle Sncceeafnlly Abdncted. 

To make a river climp its own water- 
sited and go down a valley that it never 
intended to traverse would seem, at 
first thought, to he no easier than to 
const nut a perpetual motion machine. 
But in Colorado it lias been done. 
There, along the great Continental di¬ 
vide, all waters on the western slope 
naturally find their outlet into the Gulf 
of California, and those on the eastern 
slope reach the Gulf of Mexico via the 
South I'lntte. tile Platte, the Missouri, 
and the Mississippi. But on the west¬ 
ern side there is an abundance of 
water aud a scarcity of arable land, 
while on the eastern side good land is 
abundant, while tlie supply of water is 
insufficient. The latest project is to 
turn tiie upper waters of the Grande 
across tiie watershed, anti along the 
slopes extending east. 

The crest of tile Continental divide 
rises into peaks 14.(100 feet high and 
descends into passes as low as 10.000 
feet. It tints happens that, while some 
of the tributaries of the Grande have 
their rise at the elevation of 11,000 feet 
or more, tile Lulu pass on the Conti¬ 
nental divide is only 10,000 feet above 
sea level. It is tints clear that if the 
river can he tapped at any elevation 
considerably above the height of the 
Lulu pass the waters can be led craftily 
along in sideltill ditches and ultimate¬ 
ly across the divide and down the 
eastern slope of the range. This is 
what it is proposed to do, the surveys 
have already been made, and the work 
will probably he undertaken next sum¬ 
mer. 

What it is planned to do with tiie 
waters of (he Grande lias already been 
done with the waters of the Laramie 
River, which have li#on taken across 
the watershed of the Medicine Bow 
range and turned into Chambers Lake, 
from which they pass down to the ara¬ 
ble lands of tiie Fond re valley. This 
enterprise is in the same general dis¬ 
trict. as the one now proposed, and 
serves as a model. 

The head waters of that branch of 
the Laramie which have been divert¬ 
ed come very near having their rise in 
a glacier. They start in a canyon so 
deep, so shaded, and located at such an 
altitude, that the snows of one winter 
are hardly melted out before those of 
another come. From the ridges on 
both sides tiie winds sweep the snows 
into the narrow gorge until they lie 
| lit to feet deep or more. Solodlfleil by 
| pressure and partial thawing, tiie mass 
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strongest of the men can not do more 
than half work at such an elevation. 
During the two years and more that 
the work was in progress the company 
was sending in a constant stream of 
men who were as constantly leaving 
with or without notice. A large num¬ 
ber were physically unable to endure 
the work, hut even those that did not 
get positively sick became homesick. 

With good wages, good hoard, and 
short hours of work, they would get to 
brooding on their situation, to worry¬ 
ing abut their families, to fancying 
sickness when they did not have it, be¬ 
come sleepless, and rather than wait 
for the end of the season and be hauled 
down comfortably in the company's 
wagons they would fold their blankets 
and kits and silently steal away on the 
seventy-flve-mlle tramp to civilization.

The major's face assumed a thought¬ 
ful expression as he slowly whiffed his 
cigar.

“Miss Boozer was no fiction. In her 
(lay she was the prettiest woman south 
of the Potomac, and the pasha was in 
big luck when he got hold of her.”

NAUGHTINESS AT DINNERS. 

It Is Becoming More Common in New 
York’s Swell Set. 

In view of the disclosures which 
have been made regarding the indecent 
actions at the Seeley dinner in New 
Y'ork recently, it Is not without Inter¬ 
est to note that the practice of having 
ns entertainers at swell society din¬ 
ners members of the theatrical profes¬ 
sion, if possible the naughtiest mem¬ 
bers thereof, is decidedly ou the In¬ 
crease lit the gay metropolis. Vaude¬ 
ville performers, “sketch” teams aud 
stars of the concert halls are no longer 
fads at fashionable dinners. They are 
fixtures—just as much a ]>art of the 
menu as the oysters or the coffee. Dur¬ 
ing the holiday week fifty hostesses 
obtained the dramatic item of their 
dinners from one firm alone, “and it 
was not such a remarkably good week, 
either,” said the senior memlier of the 
firm. 

This custom of entertaining guests 
nt dinner with professional talent lias 
beem growing in America for the past 
fifteen years, and last winter found It 
in the fullness of its popularity. And 
these eutertniners come high. An art¬ 
ist who has made any kind of n lilt 
with a concert hall audience demands 
anywhere from $50 to $1,500 for an 
hour's work. Says one dramatic agent: 

“Sooner or later most of the season’s 
domestic and imported naughtiness 
gets into the homes of the rich and the 
fashionable. Generally the real wick¬ 
ed ones are booked to do t.heir turns 
before a small, selected company of 
guests—just the intimate friends of the 
host or hostess, who can be trusted to 
keep what they have seen to them¬ 
selves. 

“Curious thing about it, too,” the 
agent went on; “our best business is 
done during Lent. You wouldn't think 
it, would you? But it's so, aud has 
been for the hist two or three years. 
While society is doing penance and 
goes about iu sackcloth and ashes be¬ 
fore men. it is being entertained in its 
drawing rooms and dining rooms by 
artists whose work in the winter lias 
made them famous or infamous, which¬ 
ever way you want to look at It. 

“I am inclined to believe that the ten¬ 
dency for what the world calls ‘ques¬ 
tionable performances’ is growing. 
That is as far as the private entertain¬ 
ments are concerned. The young folk 
—the buds—who a few yeans ago were 
satisfied with the parlor elocutionist 
type crave something a bit stronger 
now, especially In Lent. We gave them 
the best—or the worst—we had last 
year, and I don’t siqiipose they will be 
content with any Sunday school lament 
this year.” 

Fulton’s First Fare and Passenger. 

There was one little incident in Rob¬ 
ert Fulton’s life about which few peo¬ 
ple know and which Fulton never for¬ 
got. It took place shortly before the 
return trip of IiIn famous boat's voy¬ 
age by steam up the Hudson river. At 
the time all Albany flocked to the 
wharf, says Harper's Round Table, 
which relates the story, to see the 
strange craft, but so timorous were 
they that few cared to board her. One 
gentleman, however, not only boarded 
her, but sought out Fulton, whom he 
found in the cabin, nnd the following 
conversation took place: 

“This is Mr. Fulton, I presume?” 
“Yes, sir.” 

“Do you return to New York with 
this boat?” 

“We shall try to get back, sir.” 

“Have you auy objection to my re¬ 
turning with you?” 

“If you wish to take the chances with 
us, sir, I have no objection.” 

“What is tlie fare?” 

After a moment’s hesitation, Fulton 
replied, “Six dollars.” And when that 
amount was laid iu his hand he gazed 
at It a long time, and two big tears 
rolled down his cheeks. Turning to 
the passenger, he said: 

“Excuse me, sir, but this is the first 
pecuniary reward I have received for 
all my exertion in adapting steam to 
navigation. I would gladly commemo¬ 
rate the occasion with a little dinner, 
but I am too poor now even for that. 
If we meet again, I trust it will not be 
the case.” 

As history relates, the voyage termi¬ 
nated successfully. Four years later 
Fulton was sitting In the cabin of the 
Clermont, then called the North River, 
when a gentleman entered. Fulton 
glanced at him, and then sprang up 
and gladly shook his hand, it was his 
first passenger, and over a pleasant lit¬ 
tle dinner Fulton entertained his guest 
with the history of his success, aud 
ended with saying that the first actual 
recognition of his usefulness to his fel¬ 
low-men was the $6 paid to him by his 
first passenger.

The Old Greek Costume. 

Meu often wore the himutlon alone, 
without chiton. The chlamys, another 
rectangular garment, shorter than ihe 
hlmatiou, weighted at the corners, nnd 
fastened by a brooch so that one corner 
hung down in front, was worn by men, 
with or without the chiton. It Is espe¬ 
cially well shown In the horsemen on 
the frieze of the Parthenon. 

Occasionally Diana, or a.n Amazon, 
wears the chlamys, but It Is the dis¬ 
tinctive garment of the young Greek. 

Bands, bolts and fillets wefe much 
warn. Men and women wound fillets 
around their heads. Women wore, of¬ 
ten under their chiton, a breast Irnnd 
adjusted below the bosom, not to ivm- 
press tin* form, but to protect the or¬ 
gans. Indeed, there was no tempta¬ 
tion to compress the waist, the flowing 
drapery veiling the wuist. The hand 
which confined the short, or caught tip 
tlie long chiton, wns also of cloth, but 
the outer belt, balding In tlie loose 
folds of the upper j>nrt of the long chi¬ 
ton, was often of gold enriched with 
Jewels, and always beautifully adorn¬ 
ed. 

Great care was taken of the hair; in¬ 
deed, a mysterious virtue was siqqios- 
od to lie In the locks, which, carefully 
washed and perfumed, were one of 
tlie Ixxllly graces of tin* Greek. Women 
often wore elaborate head-dresses; 
many were revived In the latter part 
of the Eighteenth century aud the first 
of the Nineteenth. Out of doors the 
head was covered either by folds of 
the peplos brought over the head and 
around the throat, or by a separate 
veil, sometimes thick, sometimes thin.

If a child is afflicted with loud 
wheezing from the chest, indicative of 
bronchitis nnd asthma, great relief may 
bo o tain (Hi by taking four times dally a 
teaspoonful of a mixture composed of 
one and one half grains of codeine and 
three ounces of comixmiiil syrup of 
hypophosphifes. 

A great many people are nlarmcd at 
occasional sticking pains under the 
heart, ora pain under the left shoulder 
blade, running down to tlie hand. The 
name will usually yield to the follow¬ 
ing remedy, a teaspoonful as a dose: 
Iodide of potash, three drams; fluid ex¬ 
tract of stlllingla, sixteen drams; wine 
of colchlcuin seed, eight drains; com¬ 
pound fluid extract of sarsaparilla up 
to four ounces.

Albion W. Tourgcc, the Mnn Who Has 

Keen Appointed to Thnt Position. 

Albion W. Tourgee, t lit* now consul 
general nt Bordeaux, France, is on* 
of the foremost literary men in Ame<r- 
lea. The titles of many of his book* 
nre as household words.

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yer, too, and lias written much on po 
lltioal matters. But his chief claim t* 
fame is that of the novelist. Mr. Tour 
gee's most, widely mid nnd widely com¬ 
mented upon books tire “A Fool’s Er 
rand,” “Figs and Thistles,” “Briekl 
Without Straw” and "Hot Plow¬ 
shares."
